Work on sinking the coal shaft at 


Blue Mound will begin at once. The 
lesult of the preliminary boring was 
saitsfactory and no trouble is feared 
on account of water or sand. A core 
drill was used by means of which the 
exact nature of each stratum could 
be determined. The drill, cut out a 
core six inches in diameter and thrs 
Is drawn to the tcp where it can be 
carefully examined. It cost about $3 
per foot to make the preliminary bor- 


ing.The total depth of the boring was 
about 831 feet. In this depth the drill 
went through a depth of 18 feet of 
coal in veins varinsf in thickness of 
from six inchea to five feet three in 
ches The latter vein will be work 
ed. The coal from thrs vein compared 
favorably with the coal from other 
mines and will be easily worked. There 
is a good roof over the vein and but 
little sand and water above It to In- 
terfere. Other veins of two and three 
feet in thickness were 
found that 


might be worked with profit if ther 
had been none better.

But she went to 
Chicago. The domestic problem there 
is even worse than it is in Decatur. 
Good house servants in Chicago get 
six dollars a week. 
"Just now we have no domestic. My 


wife Is not well and I get up and get 
breakfast. We get our dinner down 
town and go to bed without any sup- 
per. This thing of getting meals down 
town is trying. The other day my wife 
began to dress at H:3'0 and the res- 
taurant was crowded when we got 
there so we had to wait a long1 time 
and it was 2 o'clock when we got 
back home again. Think of that, two

Trouble Comes. 


For instance highway commissioners 


may authorize a levy of 40c on each 
hundred dollars valuation without any 
further action. They may, upon cer- 
tain conditions authorize an additional 
levy or, levies but every year it hap- 
pens that some commissioners will, 
without complying with those statu- 
tory conditions, levy a rate in excess 
of the 40c, or if they do comply with 
the conditions, their records fail to 
note the fact, and the railroads will 
almost invariably take exceptions to 
the excess rate and their exceptions 
will be sustained by the courts and the 
town will suffer a loss in consequence. 
For this reason it is claimed good ef- 
ficient town clerks are at a premium 
and should be retained by towns who 
have them, because of this one impor-

A New Duty. 


A new duty has been recently added 


to the many which must be perform- 
ed by this official.

He receives $1.10 for 
each license. Of this money $1. goes 
to the state and lOc to the county 
clerk's office and the 
latter official 


must spend 4 cents for postage so 
that each license nets

that Dr. A. presided at his birth. If the 
boy becomes an orphan there is found 
the appointment of his guardian and a 
record of that guardianship until his 
majority or if he be adopted—this of- 
fice contains that record. 


When the young man seeks a wife 


he files with the county clerk an ap- 
plication for marriage license which 
the clerk willingly grants. The mar- 
riage record kept here contains the 
full names, ages and address of both 
parents and the full names of their

H» - 
was the oest meat cook I ever en- 
countered and could an V did make as) 
fine f'al:y biscuit as one eould asIC 
for. He was paid thirty dollars a) 
month for running the houses" 


There are In Decatur a number oft 


young women who are paid as much, 
us f«.ur dollars per week for thalr, 
service cs domestics. That much, id 
j»aicl in <v number of instances whera 
the families are not large. .There ara 
other instances where there are two 
or more girls and the wages are a* 
high. 


One had who overheard the convert 


sution about domestics said: "We had 
a capable girl at our house one tlm« 
but she was not without her faults* 
She.was constantly afraid that some , 
overt act might give the impression 
that she was conceding tliat Bhei waal 
the inferior of some one in^a social 
scale. She always had her bristle* upj 
and at the slightest opportunity woul<| 
stick in "just cause a girl works in 
a kitchen Its no sign that she Is no« 
as good as, etc. etc." At the most un- 
expected moment when we were att 
the dining table she would appear Ini 
the dining room with a dish In heH 
hnnd and catching the name of soma 
individual mentioned In our oon^ersa- 
tion would say "They needn't be so 
stuck up. They arc no better than any; 
one else. I know a girl who worked 
there and she told me etc. eta." 


"We were helpless. We tried on tha> 


quiet to get some one to take her 
place but could not. My wife could not 
do the work and look after the chil- 
dren at the same time and we wer* 
compelled to submit. I did not ques- 
tion that she was as good as we wcref 
but she was not employed to come' 
Into the dining room or any other part 
of the house for that matter and 0»U;a> 
the lead in conversation. If I had aot- 
ed on the Impulses more times than 
once I would havcj taken her by tha 
neck and thrown her out of the house! 
When she came Into the dining room 
and made one of her spiels we said

house. I won't be nigger for any one. 
I've cleaned house three times this 
spring and you needn't tnink I'll be 
nigger for you or any one else.' 


"When she had finished her tirade 


I humbly explained that we had fin- 
ished house cleaning at our place and 
that all we" wanted was some one 
who would now keep it clean and da 
very little cooking for us. Then I ask/ 
ed her if Bhe would accept the placfe, 
saying that we would pay her well. 


"The young woman said that she 


did not want to begin work until next 
week. I had missed the ball game and 
wanted to prove that I had been doing 
my duty in an effort to secure a dp- 
meetic so I- asked her if she would not 
please call at the house and see my 
wife the next morning and tendered 
her car fare which she accepted and 
aald that she would be fit my house 
next morning by 7:30. That is the last 
that I have seen of her.

The funeral of Noah Jacobs occurred 


Friday, the burial being at 
Salem 


cemetery. The services were conduct- 
ed by Rev. W. W. Thcobold, who, for 
his discourse took 
has

from 


Numbeis xxiii., 10., "Let me die the 
death of the righteous and let my last 
end be like his." 


In part he said: "As ihe sun 
goes 


down the western sky passing through 
the gates of night 1.0 rise on a new 
day beyond oui ken and reflects the 
beauty of that new day, crowning hill 
top and mountain peak with a halo 
of glory, so sometimes in the going 
out of a human life from this world, 
there shines through the gates ajar 
the light of the new day upon which 
they aie entering. Beholding this we 
desire that our ending may be as the 
righteous.

Noah Jacobs, a retired farmer, died 


at his home, 926 West Macon 
street, 


Wednesday night, JUne 24. His death 
was due to stomach1 trouble and old 
age. 


The deceased was horn four miles 


southwest of Harper's Ferry in Loud- 
en county, Va., Feb. 20, 1831. His 
parents, Adam and 
Rachel 
Jacobs, 


when he was five years old, moved 
to Clark county, Ohio, and after 
a 


short stay there came to Illinois, set- 
tling in Coles county, where the eld- 
er Jacobs improved a farm. 
After- 


ward he moved to Sangamon county, 
and there Noah Jacobs grew to man- 
hood. 
After his mother's death 
he 


went to work by the month as a farm 
hand, his wages being $6 per month. 
In those days the market was at St. 
Louis and he often drove hogs to 
that place .from Mechanicsburg and 
was allowed 75 cents per day and three 
days in which to walk back after the 
hogs were sold. He always made the 
return trip in two days, walking all 
the way. 


In 1857 he came to Decatur and liv- 


ed here for two years. He then moved 
to a farm four and 
one-half 
miles 


southwest of Decatur and after several 
years, purchased what 
was 
then 


know as the Smallwood farm and be- 
came a stock raiser. 
Nine years ago 


he gave up active farm life and came 
to Decatur to make his home. 


It was while living in Snngamon 


county that he became a hunter and 
his fondness for that sport never les- 
sened. 
Then game was plentiful and 


one spring he killed wild geese and 
ducks sufficient 
to 
get 
feathers 


for 
a. 
feather 
bed. He 
related 


that one time during those days he 
went to a wild pigeon roost arid got 
so many pigeons that they filled a 
two bushel sack. Deer were plentiful 
than and one day he ran a deer from 
the foot of the hill at Mt. Auburn' to 
Blue Mound and overtaking the ex- 
hausted animal killed it with the iron 
stirrup from his saddle. 
During the 


storm which was always remembered 
as the big sleet he killed seven fleer in 
one day. In after years he was always 
a member of a party which made an- 
nual trips to Missouri and 
Arkansas 


to Michigan and Mississippi to shoot 
deer and other game. The other mem- 
bers of that party were Thomas Lord, 
Silas Packard, Wm. Harry and Ed- 
monson 
McClelland. The 
deceased 


could tell the places where he had kill- 
ed 200 deer in various states. 


While hunting deer was his favorite 


pastime he also devoted some time to 
other game, especially wild turkey and 
quail and one season he killed 36 dozen 
of the latter in three days. 


He was married to Sarah Ayres in 


1854, the ceremony being performed by 
Rev. Hiram Buck. His wife and all of 
his eight children, all but Ollie, the 
youngest, survive him. The surviving 
children are W. F.. and N. M. Jacobs, 
of Decatur: E. L. Jacobs of 
Harris- 


town1, T. W. Jacobs of South Wheat- 
land, C. L. Jacobs of Blue Mound town- 
ship; Miss Hattie Jaco_bs of Decatur; 
Mrs. C. Miller of South 
Wlieatland. 


He leaves two brothers, Jesse Jacobs 
of Blue Mound township, and George 
Jacobs of Plymouth, 111., 
and 
two 


half Slaters, Mrs. A. A. Smith of South 
Wheatland and Mrs.' R. S. Ayres, of 
Ka^nett, Kansas, both of whom made 
their home with him until he was 
married. 


In addition to his own family he 


gave a. home to Walter Wilt, an or- 
pj|an. 
Ea came to the Jacobs home 


when be was 8 years old and lived 
there eighteen years. He is now a res- 
dent of North Dakota where be owns 
a fine farm. 


The deceased was always an honest 


and upright citizen and 
was 
ever 


charitably inclined, giving to the needy 
and distressed.

strong to raise but one child. The 
English law, with all the hardships It 
Involves, was at least made f»r the 
perpetuation of family homesj-and in- 
cidentally it seems to have made for 
the perpetuation of 
family stocks 


Englishmen have rarely refrained from 
raising younger sons for fear they 
would come to want. They have feared 
rather a dearth of heirs than a dearth 
of inheritance property. 
They have 


never Had the special Inducement to 
raise one child or more, which Is said 
to be such a restraining influence in 
France. When a family estate goes all 
in one parcel some, at least, of the re- 
sponsibilities of its former owner are 
apt to go with It. Where an estate Is 
divided each partic.nant 
may more 


reasonably be expected to look dut for 
himself. Moreover, the conditions of a 
younger son, with no expectations, is 
doubtless often more stimulating than 
that of a coheir with a prospect of In- 
heriting just enough property, to keep 
him from actual want. English young- 
er sons have certainly been a tremen- 
dous force in the spread and develop- 
ment of the British empire and En- 
lish heiis have at least perpetuated 
English family homes. Primogeniture 
1S» not. and doubtless never will be, 
desired In this country, but with all its 
drawbacks there is something to bp 
said for it.—Harper's Weekly,

many of them, just 'itet. 


"You 
see the roatis:ln Denmark are 


well adapted for bicycle riding. They 
are very fine and are cared for by the 
government. 
The farmers use 
the 


American wheels almost wholly as a 
means of transportation and commu- 
nication. The farm products are ta- 
ken to market either by wagon or on 
the. trolley lines. 


"All of the machines for our trade, 


which run into1 Russia, Finland, and 
the other countries of the Northland 
have to be made according to special 
design. We use a wfjeel much heavier 
than the Amerlcans.-iUsually make, and 
the tires are of the detachable variety 
Our trade is constantly increasing and 
I think this will prove true of 
countries in Europe.: People are find- 
ing the bicycle is . an easy means' of 
transportation and the farming class 
abroad are the hea.vy buyers."—Detro- 
it Free Press.

The 
tall, handsome, well- 


preserved man of 58, so reserved and 
unassuming looked the part of Thomas 
Draper, "broker and gentleman," as he 
vas Introduced by his sponsors. Noth- 
ng in his demeanor suggested associa- 
tion with criminals, and It was taken 
for granted that the inquiry always In- 
stituted by the order had found nothing 
n his career which unfitted him for 
wearing the white lambskin of Doric 
odge. 
. 


One of the strangest features in the 


Ife of this man Draper Is the Influence 
he has been able to wield. Long before 
he became the collector of police black- 
mail, long before he "reformed," he was 
able to-bring this influence to bear to 
save himself. Although his picture Is 
n various rogues' galleries and he has 
been arrested in connection with many 
famous crimes, although in one case 
at least he was "caught with the goods 
on," he never has been In a state pris- 
on. Some of the greatest lawyers 
of 


the country have been well paid to get 
him out of trouble. 
In one instance 


General Benjamin F. Tracy,, William 
F. Howe and several prominent crim 
Inai lawyers were engaged in his be- 
half. 


Most of the men who were Draper's 


confederates in the days of great bank 
robberies are .dead, but he is In his 
prlriie. He is to have a fortune of more 
than $50,000. He has the confidence 
and esteem of gamblers, and it Is not 
an Infrequent 
thing 
for race-track 


bookmakers to deposit $50,000 or $100,- 
000 with him to keep in the safe In his 
gambling house over night in the rac- 
ing season. 


As a bank robber Draper's name has 


been most prominently connected with 
the Northampton and the Manhattan 
bank cases. In each of these robberies 
the loss was more than $1,000,000. 


No one has ever doubted his com- 


plicity in the Northampton bank rob- 
bery. 
It was the criminal sensation 


of the day, and It was almost two years 
before the burglars were caught and a 
portion of the booty recovered. 
The 


robbery was committed on the night 
of Jan. 25, 1876. 
The gang forced their 


way into the house of the cashier of 
the bank, and after handcuffing and 
locking the .other members of the cash- 
ier's family In a room they proceeded 
to torture the cashier in order to in- 
duce him to give them the combination 
to the safe. For three hours the bank 
official held out, but finally he could 
stand it no longer and he gave the de- 
sired information. 


After the gang 
had divided the 


rnonoy they hid the securities In a 
school house near by. They returned 
for them several weeks later and .then 
commenced the negotiations for their 
redemption .by the bank. 
Draper, It 


is understood, had charge of these ne- 
gotiatlbns. Before- the transaction was 
completed It was rendered unnecessary 
by the confession of one of the partici- 
pants and the recovery of $700,000 of 
the securities. 
•

Two members of the gang were sent 


to prison,' but Draper and the others 
managed to evade the authorities. It 
was not un^ll a year and a half later 
that they were caught, and then it was 
through the efforts of Thomas Murphy, 
who is now Inspector of police in 
Brooklyn. 


Along In 1878, after the excitement 


over the Northampton robbery had died 
out, the 
police of 
Manhattan 
and 


Brooklyn were puzzled by a series of 
daring robberies. Safes were 
blown 


open as if they had been, dry goods 
boxes, and some, of the leading mer- 
chants of both cities suffered. In one 
of the robberies a big lot of silk was 
stolen from the warehouse of H. Bat- 
terman & Co 


In those flays Murphy was a. young 


detective attached to the Ninth sub- 
station, in Gates avenue, Brooklyn. It 
might be stated in passing that a hand- 
some little jgothic cottage at the cor- 
ner of Patehen avenue and Jefferson 
street, had been taken about this time 
by a "family" consisting of two men, 
two women, and a chlM, The people 
were exclusive. They did not seem to 
care for their neighbors, and no one 
knew whence they had come. They 
seemed to enjoy themselves, however, 
and the men and the women frequently 
were seen 'playing croquet in the yard 
of the cottage. 


Inspector Murphy is now gray-hair- 


ed, but if he lives to be 100 he will 
never forget the afternoon of Aug. 11, 
1878. A drizzling- rain was falling, and 
the detective had hoisted his umbrella. 
Aa he walked-up Broadway, near Myr- 
tle avenue, he noticed two men stroll- 


ing along in the same direction. One 
of the men took off his coat and car- 
ried it on his . arm. 
The 
detective 


thought this a little strange. It was 
warm, to be sure—but the rain. Mur- 
pliy recognized the two men aa those 
who lived in the little gothic cottage 
on Patehen avenue. He'wondered why 
a man should take his coat off in the 
rain. 
It was so unusual a proceed- 


ing that he followed them 
and saw 
them go into a hardware store 
on 


Broadway. Presently they came out 
and the detective went in. 


"What did those men want in here?" 


he asked of the proprietor. 


"One of them bought a sledgeham- 


mer," said the detective. 


"I didn't see them have a sledge- 


hammer," was the reply. 


"No," the hardware dealer remarked, 


"The man who bought it removed the 
handle and put 
the head under the 


coat which he carried on his arm." 


Mur-phy remembered the great num- 


ber of robberies that had been commit- 
ted. 
He went to the Ninth sub-sta- 


tion and told Sergeant Dunn of what 
lie had seen. 
It was Saturday, and 


Saturday night is regarded as hay- 
making time by men who buy sledge- 
hammers secretly. 
Murphy told 
of 


:iis suspicions and it was decided to 
watch the Patehen avenue house. 


The detective went to the rector ol 


the Episcopal church on the other side 
of the thoroughfare and asked to be 
permitted to make the church his head 
quarters from which to watch the cot- 
tage opposite. Permission ,was granted 
readily. 
A stained glass window was 


turned on its pivot and through the 
aperture the vigil began. 
Sergeant 


Dunn, who accompanied the detective 
went back to the police sfation before 
midnight, but not until the two men 
who had lived In the house had been 
seen to come out. 


It was about 4 a. in..before any signs 


of life had been seen about the cottage 
But, Just as Detective Murphy was be- 
ginning- to grow drowsy he saw four 
men enter the house. About 5 o'clock 
one man came out in his shirt sleeves 
looked up and down the street, nnd 
spoke to some one inside. Then the two 
men came out and started away. 


Murphy followed. They took a zig- 


zag course, and he would watt unti 
they rounded a corner and then he 
would run and see the direction they 
took. He met a policeman named Wool- 
ridge whom he asked to follow and be 
ready if there was trouble vfhen he 
closed in on his men. 


As he rounded a corner he saw 


that one man had disappeared. He clos- 
ed In on the other suspect, a big, red- 
haired fellow, who might have put up 
a stiff fight if It had not been for the 
detective's pistol. Woolridge came up 
and the man was searched. He had a 
little more than $150 in bills and sil- 
ver. 
His companion was at this mo- 


ment seen behind a house, where 
had witnessed the arrest of his associ- 
ate. He ran in the direction of Patehen 
avenue, and Murphy ' and Woolrldge 
took their prisoner to the nearest pollci 
station, and word was telegraphed ti 
Sergeant Dunn to send men to sur 
round the Patehen avenue house.
